Historic moment as Nova Scotia elects majority NDP government

In the end it wasn't even 
close. 

Whispers of an NDP ma¬ 
jority turned to cheers yes¬ 
terday as the New Demo¬ 
cratic Party catapulted into 
government, winning 31 
of 52 provincial seats. 

“Friends, New Democ¬ 
rats, I cannot begin to tell 
you how humbled I feel. 
I’m humbled by the trust 
that so many Nova Sco¬ 
tians have placed in the 
NDP,” party leader Darrell 
Dexter told an exuberant 
crowd in Dartmouth. 

Dexter will become the 
first ever NDP premier east 
of Ontario. 


The Tories meanwhile 
were decimated, falling 
from 21 seats to 10. 

The Liberals can be hap¬ 
py about becoming official 
opposition, but could only 
pick up two seats to finish 
at 11. 

The NDP won 15 of 18 
HRM seats, but it was the 
15 rural mainland victories 
that handed the party a 
strong majority. 

“Even if somebody gets 
hit by a bus we’re OK!” one 
excited NDP supporter said 
to a friend at the victory 
party. 

Eight cabinet ministers 
went down to the NDP. 

Five of them, plus inde¬ 
pendent Ernie Fage, lost by 
over 1,000 votes. Immigra¬ 
tion Minister Len Goucher

also finished third behind 
Liberal Kelly Regan. 

“Nova Scotians decided 
at this historic moment of 


challenge it was time for 
an historic change,” said 
Dexter in his victory 
speech. Though afterwards 
to reporters he admitted 
even he was caught off 
guard by the results. 

“There were seats there 
that I guess I would say I 
wasn’t certain of, but cer¬ 
tainly it’s a pleasant sur¬ 
prise,” he said. 

NDP chief of staff Dan 
O’Connor has been with 
the party since the mid-80s 
and has fought through 
seven provincial elections. 

When asked what 
sparked the greatest result 
in the party’s history he 
didn’t hesitate to answer. 

“Darrel Dexter,” he said. 
“Darrell Dexter personi¬ 
fied what the NDP stood 


for and he brought a lead¬ 
ership and an emphasis on 
how the party talks to peo¬ 
ple, where we put our 
strength, that made all the 
difference.” 

Like many NDP support¬ 
ers, former federal party 
leader Alexa McDonough 
was optimistic heading in¬ 
to election day. 

Nearly everyone predict¬ 
ed an NDP win with a 
chance at a majority, but 
few expected the victory to 
be so decisive. 

“It was looking like a mi¬ 
nority government was 
probably a certainty. But I 
hardly dared to hope for 
that majority until I really 
saw it coming in tonight,” 
she said.

Election turnout 
pegged at 60% 

voters Just under 60 per 
cent of eligible voters cast 
their ballot in the 38th 
general election for Nova 
Scotia yesterday, according 
to preliminary numbers 
available last night.

Halifax gives Pride a boost 

Festival getting more financial support from council

The Halifax Pride Festival 
has cause to celebrate after 
Halifax Regional Council 
approved the event for 
hallmark status earlier this 
month. 

The nod is in recognition 
of the festival’s cultural and 
economic contributions to 
Halifax, and it comes with a 
$25,000 cheque to support 
the event. 

“In addition to the finan¬ 
cial support, which is very 
welcome, I think the most 
important aspect really is 
the validation of our com¬ 
munity,” said Halifax Pride 
chair Hugo Dann. “That is 
the overwhelming tone of 
the response I’ve been re¬ 
ceiving.” 

“I would say it’s been a 
long time coming, but this 
is the first year that we’ve 
aggressively pursued Hall¬ 
mark status,” Dann added. 
“Our message (to city coun¬ 
cil) was that we have tons 
of potential, that we keep 


growing by leaps and 
bounds, and we actually 
need public support. And 
we need the feel of ap¬ 
proval that hallmark-status 
gives us.” 

Dann said the event or¬ 
ganizers will “breathe a lit¬ 
tle easier” now that the fes¬ 
tival has earned hallmark 
status, but it will still be 
business as usual during 
the Pride Festival, which 
will run from July 18 to 26. 
A highlight for the event is 
the parade in downtown 
Halifax on Saturday, July 
25. 

According to a press re¬ 
lease from the organizers, 
the festival first started in 
1988 is expected to bring 
an estimated 75,000 people 
and $2 million to the city. 

“We have had some chal¬ 
lenges in getting the big 
over-the-title sponsors... 
and I think that hallmark 
status sends a message 
from the city to the corpo¬ 
rate community that says 
that Halifax Pride is actual¬ 
ly an integral part of our 
summer,” he said.

landing at Halifax Stanfield 
International Airport after 
a fire broke out aboard the 
plane. 

Halifax International Air¬ 
port Authority spokesman 
Peter Spurway said all 210 


passengers travelling on 
Flight 64 are fine, although 
paramedics examined one 
“young lady.” 

“We had initially re¬ 
ceived a report that she 
was going to hospital but 
she did not,” Spurway said 
last night. “The passengers 
right now are in customs, 
but it will be up to the air¬ 
line as to what they’re go¬ 
ing to do with them.” 

American Airlines repre¬ 
sentatives could not be 
reached last night for com¬ 


ment on the misdirected 
flight, which took off from 
John F. Kennedy Interna¬ 
tional Airport in New York 
City at 5:25 p.m. and was 
supposed to land in Zurich, 
Switzerland this morning. 

Spurway said a fire in the 
ceiling fan of a mid-cabin 
washroom sparked the 
emergency landing, but he 
couldn’t comment on the 
seriousness. 

He said the unscheduled 
stop caused a “minor dis¬ 
ruption” for other flights.

health Nova Scotia has its 
first hospitalized case of in¬ 
fluenza A (H1N1), also 
known as swine flu, the 
provincial government an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

But the Health Promotion 
and Protection Department 
is assuring the public that 
“the patient is improving.” 

Maureen Bailcie, the 
province’s deputy chief 
medical officer of health, 
said yesterday “any case of 
influenza that requires hos¬ 
pitalization we would con¬ 
sider to be more severe.” 

But she emphasized the 
other 76 cases that have 


been reported here since 
the outbreak began April 
26 have been mild and no 
one else has been hospital¬ 
ized. 

Bailcie said the first severe 
case was reported late Mon¬ 
day. But she couldn’t say 
what hospital the patient is 
staying at or where he or 
she is from. 

“This is a patient who 
lives in Capital District 
Health Authority,” she said. 
“We have to be very careful 
about privacy.” 

Bailcie said when influen¬ 
za circulates, health profes¬ 
sionals expect “that there 
will be some cases that are 
more severe than others 
that require hospitaliza¬ 
tion.”

MacDonald’s future 
in doubt after loss

Rodney MacDonald handi¬ 
ly won his own seat in the 
province’s 38th general 
election, but his political 
future is in question after 
his Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive government went 
down in a crushing defeat 
yesterday. 

The Mabou Community 
Hall was much quieter last 
night than during the last 
election in June 2006, when 
the newly minted PC leader 
led his party to a minority 
government. That evening 
saw hundreds of supporters 
pack the hall, but only 
about 50 people were on 
hand last night, although 
they cheered loudly when 
MacDonald arrived to 
speak. 

He said no matter how 
disappointing the results, in 
a democracy, the people are 
always right. 

“The people have spoken 
tonight,” MacDonald said. 
“We need to take a look at 
what they’ve said and then 
... (determine) what we 


want to see our party stand 
for going forward.” 

MacDonald, 37, wouldn’t 
say whether he'll resign as 
party leader, explaining he 
would meet this week with 
the PC caucus and the presi¬ 
dent of the provincial PC 
party to plan the party’s re¬ 
building effort. 

“It’s going to be time to 
turn to the next chapter for 
our party and to make sure 
we continue to ... be pre¬ 
pared for the next election,” 
MacDonald told reporters. 

During his speech, he 
said his party paid down the 
province’s debt, created a 
climate for growth and won 
a Crown share deal with Ot¬ 
tawa. He also thanked his 
supporters and let the peo¬ 
ple of Inverness County 


know that he got into poli¬ 
tics to make life better for 
them. 

He congratulated his suc¬ 
cessor, Premier Designate 
Darrell Dexter of the New 
Democrats, and soon-to-be 
Official Opposition leader 
Stephen McNeil of the Lib¬ 
erals. “These are two hon¬ 
ourable Nova Scotians who 
have dedicated themselves 
to our province.” 

When the provincial gov¬ 
ernment dissolved, the To¬ 
ries held 21 seats in the 
provincial legislature, but 
last night they finished 
with only 10 seats, trailing 
in third place and claiming 
25 per cent of the popular 
vote.

McNeil ‘pleased’ with gains

Liberal Leader Stephen Mc¬ 
Neil was seeing red last 
night, and that’s not a bad 
thing, since it means his 
Grits got enough votes to 
move up from the third 
place party to become the 
province’s Official Opposi¬ 
tion. 

In total, the Liberals 
walked away with 11 seats 
in the provincial legisla¬ 
ture, up from the nine 
seats they had when the 
Tory government dissolved 
last month. 

“I’m very pleased with 
the seats we’ve gained,” 
McNeil, 44, said over the 
phone from the 
Bridgetown Curling Club 
last night, where he cele¬ 
brated with supporters. 

“We were at a low point 
in our political history ... 
and this is moving in the 
right direction,” he said of 
his party earning 27 per 
cent of the popular vote. 
“Our party base is ener¬ 
gized and we’re going to 
continue to build on it.” 

McNeil said he planned 
to fully enjoy last night’s 
festivities before diving in¬ 
to his new role as opposi¬ 
tion party leader. 


“We’ll start thinking 
about that tomorrow,” he 
said, over the noise of ex¬ 
cited Liberal revellers, but 
added his party will con¬ 
tinue to lay out “positive, 
constructive ideas for the 
problems we face.” 

During his speech, Mc¬ 
Neil said he’s also “very 
proud” to be re-elected as 
MLA for the Annapolis rid¬ 
ing. The Liberals re-elected 
several other MLAs in 
northwestern Nova Scotia, 
including Wayne Gaudet, 
Harold Theriault Jr. and 


Leo Glavine. 

Andrew Younger has of¬ 
ficially stepped up to 
provincial politics, win¬ 
ning the Dartmouth East 
seat. That means he'll soon 
step down from his posi¬ 
tion on the HRM council. 

“It’s a good team,” he 
said when asked about be¬ 
ing part of a small Liberal 
caucus. “The Liberals 
didn’t do as well as we 
would have liked, but we 
still did well.”

The NDP picked up a lot of 
seats outside of the Halifax 
Regional Municipality in 
last night’s election, help¬ 
ing to give them a comfort¬ 
able majority. 

Some key areas that shift¬ 
ed in the NDP’s favour in¬ 
cluded the South and East¬ 
ern Shore and Central Nova 
Scotia. 

Lenore Zann became the 
first NDP to be elected in 
Truro-Bible Hill. 

“The time for change had 
come, I think it was a per¬ 


fect storm,” Zann said. “I 
think this shows that peo¬ 
ple were really ready for a 
real genuine change.” She 
won with 48 per cent of the 
vote. 

In Cumberland North 
where former Toiy cabinet 
minister Ernie Fage was 
running as an independent, 
Brian Slcabar of the NDP 
took the seat with over 40 
per cent of the vote.

Just feet from one of five 
enormous flat-screen tele¬ 
visions, Nova Scotia NDP 
president Peggy Walsh 
turned to her companion, 
former NDP Leader Alexa 
McDonough, and 
exclaimed, “We’re 
painting the whole thing 
orange!” 

As the faces of Halifax- 
area NDP incumbents 
flashed across the bottom 
of the screen, McDonough 
clapped and shouted, 
“Come on Leonard!” 

Not surprisingly, the 
NDP dipped the peninsula 
up to its neck it orange 
paint, winning five of six 
Halifax-area ridings last 
night. The party also domi¬ 
nated Halifax-based 
ridings in 2006 and 2003. 
This year Halifax NDP can¬ 
didates also received a 
higher percentage of the 
vote across all of these six 
ridings. 

Leonard Preyra wore an 
orange shirt and a charm¬ 
ing smile yesterday after 
winning his second 
election in Halifax Citadel- 
Sable Island. He said he 
was re-elected because he 
represented constituents 
based on local rather than 
provincial issues.“Halifax 
Citadel constituency has 
not returned its MLA since 
1993, so it’s a great 
honour to be re-elected in 
a constituency that takes 
its politics seriously,” he 
said. 

Halifax Chebucto 
incumbent Howard 
Epstein won for the fifth 
time in a row because he 
earned his constituents’ 
trust, he said. 

“Elections are funny — 
you have to earn people’s 
trust every time,” the 
beaming New Democrat 
said, resting his glasses on 
his forehead. “When it’s 
time for a change voters 
get it into their heads that 
if you haven’t earned their 
trust, that’s a tide the pow¬ 
er of which nothing can 
resist, and we saw that 
dramatically in Nova Sco¬ 
tia this election.” 

Halifax voters also re¬ 
elected NDP members 
Michele Raymond, 

Graham Steele and 
Maureen MacDonald. The 
only NDP loss in a Halifax- 
based riding was Halifax-

Raitt won't apologize 

MP feels the heat after 'sexy' remark made public 


Lisa Raitt has lost a grand¬ 
mother, grandfather, 
father and brother to can¬ 
cer. 

But, under fire for pri¬ 
vately calling the medical 
isotope shortage a 
"sexy" story and a 
chance to shine in 
the political lime¬ 
light unlike a cabi¬ 
net colleague, the 
federal minister at 
the centre of a can¬ 
cer treatment 
storm offered no 
apology to the Com- Raitt 
mons. 

And Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper made 
clear he doesn’t expect her 
to. 

Instead, Harper defend¬ 
ed Raitt against criticism 
from Opposition leader 
Michael Ignatieff. 



Harper said Raitt, the 
minister in charge of the 
shutdown of a reactor that 
triggered a looming short¬ 
age of isotopes critical to 
heart and cancer tests, has 
been “working 
around the clock” 
to manage the cri¬ 
sis. 

He accused the 
Liberals of “play¬ 
ing cheap politics” 
with the issue. 

Many cancer pa¬ 
tients and families 
yesterday said 
Raitt should say 
“soriy” for her insensitive 
remarks, at the least. 

“Truly? I find it offensive 
that she would play with 
people’s lives in such an 
offhanded manner,” said 
an Ottawa mother who did 
not want to be named, but 


whose daughter survived 
Hodgkins. “I absolutely 
think she should apolo¬ 
gize.” 

Meredith Marks, an Ot¬ 
tawa medical doctor in the 
midst of her own personal 
battle with cancer, said she 
was not put off by the 
“sexy” remark Raitt made. 

As a doctor, she said, “we 
often talk about what’s 
sexy and what’s not. Acute 
care is sexy, rehab is not.” 
But Marks was taken aback 
by the “selfishness” of 
Raitt’s other comments. 

“This is a very serious is¬ 
sue. What she should be 
doing is trying to solve an 
issue to help the public not 
to pad her resume and 
take credit for something 
... and downplaying a col¬ 
league.”

This 
means that adopted adults and birth parents can apply for post-adoption 
birth information from birth records and adoption orders. 

An adopted adult, 18 years of age or older, can now apply for a copy of 
his or her original birth registration and adoption order. A birth parent can 
receive information from the birth registration and adoption order of the 
child that was placed for adoption once that child turns 19 years old. 

If you want your identifying information kept private, and if the adoption 
order was made before September 1, 2008, adopted adults and birth 
parents can file a disclosure veto.

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G8 seeking 
stress tests 

International banking system 
in need of repairs: Flaherty 


The Group of Eight leading 
financial powers have held 
discussions about encour¬ 
aging stress tests on Euro¬ 
pean banks, an important 
step in fixing the interna¬ 
tional banking system, 
federal Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty said 
yesterday. 

The Wall Street Journal 
reported yesterday that 
Washington wants Euro¬ 
pean countries to put their 
banks through more rigor¬ 
ous public stress tests and 
would raise the idea at the 
G8 finance ministers meet¬ 
ing in Italy this weekend. 

“There already have been 
... discussions about encour¬ 
aging stress testing not only 
in the American banks but 
in the European banks, 
where it has not necessarily 
occurred,” Flaherty told re¬ 
porters. 

“The prime minister 
(Stephen Harper) and I have 
been clear at previous meet¬ 
ings, including the (G20) 
summit in London in the 
beginning of April, that fix¬ 
ing the banking system is 
the sine qua non to recov¬ 
ery in the real economies,” 
he said.

Last month, European 
Central Bank governing 
council member Christian 
Noyer, who is also the head 
of the Bank of France, said 
he favoured co-ordinated 
stress tests in Europe. 

Countries within the 27- 
nation European Union 
bloc were now convinced of 
the need to run such tests 
more consistently and ap¬ 
peared ready to act in a co¬ 
ordinated manner, he said. 

The results of tests car¬ 
ried out by individual coun¬ 
tries in the EU have not 
been made public so far 
and there are no plans to re¬ 
veal the results of a broader 
stress test by regulators 
now under way in the bloc.

Bringing people back from 
the brink of death is no 
small feat, but for Dr. Kashif 
Pirzada, it’s all in a day’s 
work. 

Pirzada, 30, is an ER doc¬ 
tor at Brampton Civic Hos¬ 
pital, one of Ontario’s 
busiest emergency rooms. 
In a setting where most pa¬ 
tients arrive having the 
worst day of their lives, 
Pirzada does eveiything in 
his power to make sure 
they can leave the ER ready 
for plenty of better days. 

As a child, Pirzada 
watched doctors with a 
sense of awe, and decided 
that he too wanted to help 
save lives one day. 

“I got interested in medi¬ 
cine because of some of the 
doctors I saw when I was a 
kid. I thought they were 
miracle-workers and I want¬ 
ed to be a miracle-worker,” 
he said. 

Pirzada started at Bramp¬ 
ton Civic after finishing his 
long seven-year journey to 
become a doctor, first with 
his medical degree at the 
University of Toronto and 
followed by a residency at 
McGill University in Mon¬ 
treal. In just two years as an 
ER doctor, Pirzada, like 
many doctors, has already 
performed his share of mir¬ 
acles. 

In one emergency case

that has become typical in 
his work, Pirzada helped re¬ 
suscitate a clinically dead 
patient and saw him 
months later for a minor 
quibble. 

“I told him, ‘Good 
evening Mr. S. When we last 
met, you were dead. What’s 
this about a toe infection to¬ 
day?’ I live for those mo¬ 
ments,” Pirzada said. 

When a split second sepa¬ 
rates life and death, he says 
training takes over to make 
sure every second counts 
because the responsibility is 
enormous. 

“All of your training and 
all of your skills, in an in¬ 
stant, can mean the differ¬ 
ence between life and death 
for somebody. The flipside 
is you have an enormous 
burden never to miss any¬ 
thing,” Pirzada said. 

Though the stress and 
emotional toll of the job 
can be desensitizing for 


some people, Pirzada says 
it’s important never to let 
yourself become jaded or 
lose your sense of caring. 
It’s impossible not to be 
emotionally affected on 
some level, he says. 

“It’s really important that 
your never lose your empa¬ 
thy — when you lose that 
you can’t do your job prop¬ 
erly anymore,” he said.

It’s expected that, during an 
economic downturn, busi¬ 
nesses must cut back to sur¬ 
vive. From slashing salaries 
to laying off employees, it 
seems the latest recession 
has seen companies pulling 
no punches when it comes 
to curbing the outflow of 
cash.

Touareg turns greener 


Volkswagen mates SUV power with diesel efficiency

With the advent of new 
technologies to handle 
emissions, diesels are set 
to make inroads in 
Canada, offering 
impressive fuel economy 
and long range. Volkswa¬ 
gen’s newest entry is the 
2009 Touareg TDI, which 
uses VW’s Clean Diesel 
technology to meet strict 
emissions standards. 

It uses a 3.0-litre V6 tur¬ 
bodiesel, one of two 
Touareg engines for 2009, 
alongside a 3.6-litre V6 gaso¬ 


line engine. The diesel en¬ 
gine is $4,000 extra, and 
prices for the TDI range 
over three trim lines, from 
$48,975 to $62,675. All mod¬ 
els are all-wheel-drive. 

The diesel gives the ex¬ 
pected low-end power, 
making 225 horsepower 
and an impressive 406 lb-ft 
of torque. It doesn’t feel 
quick, but it certainly feels 
powerful, with good, solid, 
steady strength available 
at just about any notch on 
the throttle. The six-speed 
automatic transmission is 
well-mated to the engine 
and shifts smoothly; the 
whole driveline is extreme¬ 



ly impressive. The engine 
is naturally noisier than a 
gasoline version when 
you’re standing alongside 
it, although it’s certainly 
not clatteiy. But inside, it’s 


hard to tell that you’re 
driving a diesel; the cabin 
is extremely well-insulated 
and very quiet. 

It’s also extremely 
roomy, with veiy comfort¬ 


able and supportive seats; I 
could see riding across 
Canada in it without feel¬ 
ing the effects on my spine. 

On the highway, the 
Touareg has a well-planted 
stance, with no suspension 
noise over bumps. But I 
don’t like the steering feel, 
which is far too light; it 
doesn’t feel like I’m “talk¬ 
ing to the wheels.” There 
needs to be more weight to 
give the driver confidence. 

Diesels are noted for fuel 
economy, and the Touareg is 
rated at 11.9/8.0 L/100 km for 
city and highway (the gas- 
powered version gets 
14.8/10.3). The price of diesel

fuel has also come down re¬ 
cently, but even so, the 
Touareg TDI’s $4,000 premi¬ 
um is hard to make back. 

I don’t think Volkswagen 
is counting on Touareg to 
be a volume seller, and for 
some loyal diesel buyers, 
the extra money that 
scares off other shoppers is 
just the cost of member¬ 
ship. There will be an ini¬ 
tial 200 diesel Touaregs 
available when sales 
launch in June.

Relocation has a price tag: Judge

coyotes A U.S. bankruptcy 
judge said yesterday that 
the National Hockey 
League can probably 
charge the co-CEO of 
BlaclcBeriy maker Re¬ 
search in Motion a reloca¬ 
tion fee if he moves the 
bankrupt Phoenix Coyotes 
team to Hamilton, Ont. 

Bankruptcy Judge Red- 
field Baum said the issue of 
a potential fee should be 
settled before deciding on 
whether the team can be 
relocated at all. If the fee is 
too high, the judge said, 
RIM co-CEO James Balsillie 
might withdraw his bid 
and the question would be 
moot. 

Canadian billionaire Bal¬ 
sillie offered to buy the 
money-losing hockey team 
for $212.5 million in May 
when it filed for bankrupt¬ 


cy protection, on condition 
it be relocated to Hamil¬ 
ton. 

But Balsillie and the Coy¬ 
otes owner, trucking mag¬ 
nate Jerry Moyes, have 
been facing off in court 
with the NHL, which has 
said it wants to keep the 
franchise in Phoenix by 
finding a local buyer. 

Balsillie’s offer is the on¬ 
ly formal one submitted so 
far, but the NHL has said 
there are four potential 
bidders committed to 
keeping the team in Ari¬ 
zona. 

Balsillie’s lawyer told the 


court the NHL had hinted 
it could charge as much as 
$100 million for the right 
to relocate the team; an 
amount he called unrea¬ 
sonable. 

The NHL is unlikely to 
negotiate a relocation fee 
unless its board, made up 
of the owners of the 
league’s franchises, ap¬ 
prove such a move. 

“We believe the judge is

After this race, MacLean 
will also compete in two 
800-metre events in Indi¬ 
anapolis, then prepare for 
the Canadian senior track 
championships at the end 
of the month. 

She finished third in 
the country in the 800- 
metres last year, and will
